We are writing as a follow up on the December 9, 2009 discussions Finance Minister de Lannooy and 
rpntral Bank President Emsley Tromp of the Netherlands Antilles, and Ambassador Jones-Bos of the 
M^JX/^^ Secretary for Tax Policy Mundaca on a double taxation treaty 
Seen the United States and the Netherlands Antilles. We are pleased that the Treasury has resumed its 
discussions wifh Finance Minister de Lannooy which began in 2003 and look forward to these discussions 
producing a double taxation treaty on an expedited basis. 

As vou know the Netherlands Antilles is looking to strengthen and diversify its economy by increasing 
foreign direct nvestment (FDI), particularly from the United States. We believe such a bilateral treaty would 
strengthen our relationship with the Netherlands Antilles and support regional security by encourag.ng 
economic stability and diversity. 

As a valued strategic partner of the United States, the Netherlands Antilles has been very supportive of our 
effort protect important interests in the Caribbean Basin. A Forward Operating Location (FOL) on 
So provides support for drug interdiction efforts in the region. However, because of its strategic 
location, responses within the region have negatively affected its economy. 

In addition the Netherlands Antilles has actively cooperated with the United States in the area of offshore 
ax comp a ce an enforcement. The Netherlands Antilles has changed its tax laws to be compliant with 
ntemaTio a no rm s and has fully met its commitments to the Organization for Economic Co-operation nd 
SSStoo^ft S principles of transparency and effective exchange of information In that regard, it 
is or I rOECDVwhile list" developed by the OECD at the direction of the Group of Twenty meeting ,n 
which President Obama participated earlier this year.

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To date the Netherlands Antilles has entered into twenty-two tax information exchange agreements 
(TIEAs) in luding one with the United States. Its TEA with the United States, signed in 2002, which was 
ne o he s si ned in the aftermath of the terrorist attacks of September 1 1 , 2001 , was an important part 
o f o ^r Nat l s nt -terrorism efforts to address money laundering. The negotiation of a bilatera i double 
texaiior i treaty was a part of the TEA deliberations, and was one of the considerations leading the 
Netherlands Antilles to sign this agreement. 

The substantial steps taken by the Netherlands Antilles and the important assistance provided to the United 
^^^dSTmattas should be recognized and reciprocated. A double taxation treaty would 
blnefit the UnRed States and U.S.-based investors, as well as the Netherlands Antilles, by reducing tax- 
related barriers to bilateral trade and investment. 

Again, we appreciate the Treasury Department's efforts to continue these very important discussions that 
will produce a double taxation treaty.
